A Day, Among the London Gnnmakero. 


London, Eng. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I want a new gun; did you ever 
know a sporteraan who did noti Perhaps there Is some excuse 
for us being extravagant and fickle minded about guns for there 
Is nothing In which a man Is so tempted to change his mind 
about as he Is about guns. There Is so much competition among 
gunmakers; so many different patents and kinds of guns con¬ 
tinually being got up, that one is always being tempted to think 
less of his old gun and more of some new one which he has only 
seen, but not tried. 

I might here say that I am completely wedded to the hammer¬ 
less system of guns, and would no more think of using a gun 
with hammers than I would a muzzle loader. It Is now about 
eight years since I saw the first hammerless gun. I confess, at 
sight I did not like It, and 1 did not know why, but after using 
one for four seasons, I could not be tempted to return to the gun 
with hammers. To my mind, there Is for several reasons simply 
no comparison between the two weapons. 

There are now several kinds of bammerless guDs made here, 
and I spent a part of several days In trying to see them all. I 
found that every gunmsker’s patent was the best, that was ac¬ 
cording to his own opinion. Well, tbelr expressed opinion did 
not Involve In me the necessity of expressing mine, had I done 
so my visits to the several establishments would not always have 
been to the proprietor of the most pleasant character. I had read 
In the London Field much of “ the guu of the future,’’ the hara- 
merlcss gun, claimed to be Invented by the Field editor himself 
who Is, perhaps, best known to your readers as Stonehenge. There

that I had more money than brains. Perhaps when I bad got 
through with some of them they were Impressed with the belief 
tbat I had a plethora of neither. I went Into one ahop and 
asked to see some hammerless guns. After seeing one and hear¬ 
ing Its principles advantageously explained by the maker I asked 
the price: “£45, sir.” 1 guess you take me for an American, 
don’t youl “ Well, yes sir, I do.” Ah 1 I thought so. Well sir, 
you have made a mistake for once. I don’t want a £45 gun; 
good morning. This scene occured with me more than once, not 
only In gun shops but In other places of business, both In Lon¬ 
don and Paris. Business men In these two cities know an Amer¬ 
ican Just as quickly as he walks Into their stores; and as soon as 
he speaks, that settles It. Why I, a good loyal British subject, 
cannot pass as such I don’t know, but I suppose a quarter of a 
century's residence In a climate that often reaches one hundred 
above and twenty degrees below zero has given me, as It does 
nearly all others, that peculiar American cast of countenance, 
which Is unmistakable. 

I have no objections whatever to be taken for an American, 
but I do bate to be taken for a fool, especially In financial mat- 
ters, and will here say ray opinion of a man who pays In England 
£40 to £60 for a gun, Is that he may be very clever in everything 
else, but on gun matters he must be a little dafl. Perhaps many 
wealthy sportsmen here pay these long prices for their guns 
(some say many of tbat class have more money than brains), but 
If even this Is the case I fall to see why the business people of this 
continent should look on Americans as being of the same stamp, 
and I know from personal experience they do do It. 

While speaking of guns I might here mention that I went to 
the Crystal Palace and saw Dr. Carver. He Is truly a marvel, to 
one who does not understand the true science there Is la shoot- 


gested last Fall, to appoint some one to patrol the country for 
about three weeks before the time expires—one person for each 
township.

They think they have the right to shoot all they please on their 
own farms. I am In a public business, and have In the past ten 
days sold quite a quantity of amunltion, and I am satisfied It has 
been used for shooting chickens. 

I know you will give me “ thunder” for being “ weak knee’d " 
but such Is the case. Now I think It would be a good plan to 
luve the ‘ game tod fleh laws' 1 printed on good sired cards, say 
18 by 24, tn plain letters, as they have la Pennsylvania, and have 
two or three hung up constantly In the different business places 
In every village and town throughout the State. I presume It 
would have to be done at the State's expense—every post-office 
would do. I have hunted tn Fayette Co., Penn, more or less 
for twelve years, and the game and fish laws can be seen In al¬ 
most every business place In Untontown at least, and now, as I 
have made this altogether too lengthy (for I know your time Is 
precious), with the Chicago Field, the boss of all, I will close.

are several things he claims for this gun as being an Improve¬ 
ment on other hammerless guns. I am not a mechanic, but after 
thoroughly examining the principle on which the lock, etc., Is con¬ 
structed, I failed to see tbat It was the gun he claimed It to be. 
Locking automatically, also locking tumblers no doubt make It 
very safe, still I cannot see for my life why a hammerless gun 
whose safety locks the trigger Is not Just as ssfe, and safer, too, 
than a gun with hammers at half cock. I certainly think that 
the principle on which the Field gun Is constructed Is very safe, 
but It Is too clumsy and needs changing considerably before I 
would call It the gun of the future. Mr. Blsnd, of the Strand, Is 
making this gun, and his price Is not extravagant, £25. 

I saw several other kinds and at Iasi fixed on Anton A Dealer's 
patent, as made by W. W. Greener, as being the best While I 
do not cooslder this gun perfect, It Is neat, quick, safe, and con¬ 
venient, and nntll something new comes out I shall be satisfied 
with It. The worst feature I tee about It It the difficulty of tak¬ 
ing the locks apart to clean and oil. This It no objection to a 
sportsman living In England, but to one living In America It Isa 
decided objection. 

I do understand little Jobs in gun-fixing for myself, and some¬ 
times for a friend, but I really would not like to take a contract 
to take off and clean a brace of Anson A Dseloy't locks, although 
I have been shown bow to do It. Mr. G. la now making tor me 
■ £80 gun, aod If ha turns It out In as good style at the sample 
I saw In his shop, 68 Haymarket, It will be as good • weapon as 
any man need cany.

The Way the Law Is Violated. 

Franklin Grove, III. 

Editor Chicago Field :— I have read your article In regard to 
the game law,In the last number of the Chicago Field, pitching 
Into the four Chicago dubs, as well as the clubs throughout the 
country, for not prosecuting the violators of the game law. 

Now, I am a member of a club In this county, and bare done 
all I could by warning, and do so every day; the law la being 
violated In this vicinity shamefully, but the trouble la to prove 
and make a clear case of anyooe. Should we, the law abiding, 
have to wait until Sept. 1, as the past two years,, our chances for 
a few chickens, I think, would be slim, and far between shots. 

I think your suggestion to stop the sale of It to the city would 
prevent the killing of a great many birds. I heard that there are 
parties now shooting for market, and that they shipped from 
Ash too, but how In name of thunder Is it to be stopped. I think 
the only way, or a good plan at least, would be, as tome one sng- 


I have seen some young birds myself, and beard of others, the 
largest being a brood of about a dozen, two-thirds grown. Yes¬ 
terday I saw a fine brood of six or eight, about half grown I 
bear Uie merry whistle of Bob White once In a while, but he la 
not, I am sorry to say, at all numerous in this section. This 
scarcity I can’t account for, because there are very few, If any, 
shot, and I do not think there are any trapped. I heard of sev¬ 
eral covies keeping around farmer’s barns last winter, and there 
were no attempts made to trap them. Those who pretend to 
know say the winters here are too severe for them; that they get 
snowed under and smother. I have not visited the usual haunts 
of the woodcock so do not know whether there are any here or 
not, although am Inclined to think not, as the soil Is generally 
too sandy. I should like to hear from some of the Grand Rapids 
sportsmen who have bunted In the western and southern part of 
Kent county, on this subject. 

Fishing here la good and Is the sport most pursued by the 
granger. Angle worms and pork Is the ball generally used. For 
myself, I generally use live minnows, and usually have good 
luck bass fishing. A brother fisherman and myself had first rale 
luck on Friday last. I beard reports of large base being caught 
in a lake I helped stock when on a visit here In ’72, to we thought 
we would try our luck. We reached the lake about 5 p. m. forihe 
evening fishing. We tried our minnows awhile, but could get 
no atrikna In what seemed to ua to be the moat likely places for

Great Suit Lake. 


This singular lake, which baa been called the “ Dead Sea of 
America,” Is an Interesting subject to zoologists on account of 
Its intense saline qualities, permitting only a few forms to exist 
In Its bitter waters. When first discovered it was reported to con¬ 
tain no animal life, these reports. came from carelesi observers, 
and naturalists soon found a few' forms, which have been added 
to, until now the lake is known to have a limited fauna. At cer¬ 
tain seasons the shores are lined with the skins, or pupa cases, of 
insects that pass their larval state la Its waters, which having 
no outlet vary In density at different seasons. The lake has an 
elevation of 4,300 feet, a shore Hue of 350 miles, an area of 3,000 
to 4,000 square mil.*, and a mean depth of about 30 feet, the 
deepest place being 60 feet. It receives the Bear, Weber and 
many smaller streams, as well as the discharge from Utah Lake 
through the river Jordan. The latter lake Is sweet water, about 
10 by 30 miles In extent, and contains many fishes. 

We learn from a pamphlet entitled “ The Resources and At¬ 
tractions of Utah,” published by the Utah Board of Trado, that 
the two principal islands in Great Salt Lake used to be accessi¬ 
ble from the shore by wagon; but the lake gradually filled five or 
six feet, from 1847 to 1856, and then slowly receded to its old 
level. In 1863 it began to fill again, and in tour or five years 
had attained the height it has since steadily maintained. In 
1875 a pillar was set up at Black Rock by which to'measure its 
rise and fall, resembling a tide, but having no ascertained time. 

There has been much speculation as to the kinds of fish which 
might live In the lake by seeking the shores or the streams at. 
periods of its greater density, and we have watched the discus¬ 
sions with interest in hopes that the test of actual experiment 
would be applied, and a short time ago we published In our 
“ Small Fry” the following: “ Professor Barfoot, curator of the 
Desert Museum, of Salt Lake City, says that the waters of Great 
Salt Lake contain fifty per cent, less salt than they did in 1847, 
and that the water Is eleven feet deeper than It was twenty years 
ago. If this state of things continues, there may yet be good 
fishing in the lake." We have since received the following very 
interesting letter from Professor Barfoot, which, however, does 
not give much encouragement to our Idea of making every lake 
and stream furnish food for the people living near it; yet there 
may be forms which can live in these dense waters. The food 
Is there, if we are truly told of the millions of pupa caaos thrown 
ashore, for these larva must live upon vegetation, and unless they 
come from the streams above, they in turn will furnish fish food. 
The only question being, what species can breath In such dense 
water! 

Prof. Barfoot writes: 

Mtjszux, Salt Lake City. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:— In your paper of .Inly 19, I see anotlco with 
my name as authority for the etutement of the present condition of 
ealluety of the great salt Lake, us compared with former years. How¬ 
ever grallfylnglt may he lo find from time to lime a diminution of 
saline matter in our *• inland sea," it Is extremely improbable that the 
conditions will at present be favorable for the lntrodnctlon of fish. 
General Albert P. Kockwood, the accredited agent of the fish commis¬ 
sioners, Washington, 1). C., endeavored to Introduce oysters In the brack¬ 
ish waters bordering on the lake without success. The truth Is this region 
is, apparently, subject to periods of (lroutb, during which evaporation 
prevails over rainfall, when the lake becomes a concentrated brine, In 
which nothing more highly organised than the Artetnia /fitilit can live. 
This crustacean, resembling tuc hrlueshrimp ol the salt wurks, abounds, 
whatever may bo the degree of sallueiy. accomtnodallug Itself lo changed 
conditions, us pointed out by l’rof. Vcrrill and other naturalists. The 
lake Is by no means a ‘dead sea,’’ ns It is frequently called. It abounds 
In life in many forms, ns shown by Hr. A. 8. Packard, and other oh- 
servers.

Two Day* on the Thames- - Long-Corking Under the 
Boughs. 


On the morning of my second day’s stay at Monkey Island I 
was awakened from sound slumber, wherein I was achieving 
mighty piscatorial feats in some barbel hole in dreamland, by 
the plash of heavy rain, and the whistle of a spiteful wind 
through the poplars. Inspecting my time register, peacefully 
snuggled under iny pillow, I found It was just five o'clock, and 
turned out to look at the first blink of the morning, although I 
guessed pretty closely as to what the forecast would be like 
Rain, sheets of heavy rain falling, blurred and rendered com¬ 
paratively Indistinct every yard of the view seen through the 
diamond-latticed panes, so that I unfastened the catch ana fiuog 
the window open. With a rush aud a whistle, In bounced the 
bolstrous wind, catching the curtains In Its mad embrace, and 
sending them straight lo the celling, where it kept them, whirl¬ 
ing aud Buttering aloft, aa if anxious to go through the plaster 
and solid oaken rafters, to see what was to be seen In the world 
beyond. With my bead out of the window, and catching no end 
of big drips from tba moas-covered eaves and drowned branches 
of the warped and twisted pear trees, I tried to find a break In 
tho sky, a solitary, hopeful gleam. Finding it not, I fell to 
mooning over the sweet prospect of soddened lawn, overspread 
with pools of water, reficcilug lo their shallow depths some half- 
drowned fowls despondently pecking at an unconsldered trifle lo 
the shape of a discarded mutton bone. Then a swarm of ducks 
came waddling irregularly under the dripping trees, all the time 
keeping up a Jubilant ch >ru* of quacking, symbolical of duckl-b 
Joy at a season wherein they could revel upon a diet of fat worms 
and luscious slugs and snails to their g.xx irds' concent. Fur¬ 
thermore, I watched a ghostly procession of horses, at seen 
through the ralu sod mist, waardy slipping Bad straining up m 
tba greasy towing path, slowly dragging a hugo barge against the 
rapid stream, ana Jatt catching a glimpse of warm color, which 


seemed like an oasis In a desert, In the shape of the bargee’s 
scarlet headgear, I next became teiudble that my cranium waa 
getting soppily wet, and that the wind, which whistled as 
shrilly aa ever, paid not the slightest respect to neither llmbe not 
In a fair condition to resist its insidious attacks. I was cold, wet 
and shivery ; to closing my window, sod shutting out the dera’d 
damp, moist, uuplesssot prospect, as Matallnl would have dub¬ 
bed it, I scrubbed my head dry with a rough towel, and slipping 
among the blankets again, I aat up in bed over a morning pipe, 
and came to the conclusion tbst the whole thing was Infernally 
miserable, and the game not worth the candle. 

Presently I got drowsy, and putting my Irish clay carefully on 
one side, sought comfort lu renewed slumber, from which I awoke 
not till close upon 7, when I was cheered with a brighter look 
outside, a few washed-out sunbeams filtrating through the swing¬ 
ing branches, and leaving filmy shifting shadows of their tracery 
upon the wall. Out I went agaio, whilst my hopes rose like 
wildfire, when, after throwing open the casement, I found that 
the island was re-echoing the mellow low-toned song of my old 
friend the prophetic blackbird, who once more stoutly insisted 
upon it that fish would bite. In a trice I was plashing cold 
water over neck and chest, and with my soul in arms, sud eager 
for the fray,- started down stairs to seek for Bob, confidently full 
of hope that this time the barbel must hang on. 

Bob was awake and astir long before I was, and had got the 
punt ready for a start, so that all I had to do was to get my tools 
together and pop on board. Passing the quaint Ivy-mantled cot¬ 
tage, upon the gabled roof of which a crowd of melancholy pig¬ 
eons were endeavoring to find comfort In a chorus of subdued 
and melancholy cooing, I chanced upon an old acquaintance, 
friend Marsb.to wit: a wonderful enthusiast, and bard at work in 
the flshy-looklng whirlpool under the shelter of the overhanging 
giant willows. Never was there a more subtle hopeful-looking 
bit of water than this same “ 8wir)ey Hole,” a name that fits it 
to the echo, for apart from Its associations of being the scene of 
past great deeds, of whispers of one red-letter day whereon a 
whooping trout, together with banging great barbel and chub, 
had been seduced from its depths by s right good and cunning 
wlelder of the angle, there are such seductive curls aud twists in 
the water, such a variety of eddies, such a depth, such a power¬ 
ful resistless back sweep close under the bank, withal such dim 
mysterious shadows cast over Its surface by the drooping foliage, 
and such a hold-fast for big fish In the shape of a half prostrate, 
wholly sunken willow, whose huge stem hath always a little rip¬ 
ple of foam and a whole multitude of curls and oily glides to 
mark Its presence and position on a dull day, or when the water 
is too thick to enable the wandering angler to catch sight of it, 
that it is small wonder that most of the bankmen give the big 
hole a trial, and seldom go away totally nnrew&rded. One mis¬ 
take is, I think, made by a good many, It Is fished too close in to 
the bank. A heavy lead should bo used, the ledger thrown to 
Its deepest part, close to where the big eddy strikes the main 
stream, then I think a dolliker or two might be accounted for. 

“A lively morning this," I cried, from tho depths of my mac¬ 
intosh, in which I was muffled up to the chin, as I approached 
the solitary figure sitting patiently under the dripping trees, rain¬ 
ing down a whole volley of big drops, which fell with a sounding 
’plash upon the dead leaves on tne bank and tho swift water. 

" Lively Indeed,” replied the rodster. “And I've been^out in 
it since daybreak.’’ 

"Have you done much! I suppose not," I said, as I struck a 
vesuvlau and set my pipe ablast. “Well, fairly, rain and wind 
considering. Three barbel yonder, see, close to the ivy they He. 
Ha!” chung, twanged his line at the same Instant, “Got you my 
Joker, aud title makes four,” and at the same Instant away 
shot the fish, with that gloriously resistless rush that so charac¬ 
terizes a barbel, straight for the sunken tree. Round flew the 
supple rod lu an Instant, stopping the artful move long before 
the dangeroue sunken harbor of refuge was reached, aud then, 
wltn the point arched well over him, the rod bending and spring¬ 
ing to the powerful tugs and drives of the hooked fish, the reel 
eaug Its death song over the dying struggles of as game a barbel 
as was ever hooked, the shrill whizz and sustained metallic 
scream putting to flight In an instant all thought of wind and rain, 
and making me long, so selfish Is man, to hare the Issue of the 
fight In my own hands. 

1 would have laid a new hat to a penny mousetrap that the 
fish was a good six-pounder, so gloriously did be fight In the deep 
hole, but when be came to bauk he waa barely four, perhaps. A 
game one, however, every scale of him, and handsome as evon 
Rolfe, the Immortal scaly limner, could paint one of the leather¬ 
snouted rascals, gold as a guinea, shapely as a high-bred woman’s 
foot, and bearded like the pard. 

Just then Bob came along with the worm-box, so that wishing 
my brother craftsmen good lock, I got aboard my punt, and ten 
minutes afterwards was on my own swim. Grate, grate, creak, 
crunch, sounded the Iron-shod poles as they worked their way 
Into the gravelly bed of tho river, and as I had fitted up the 
necessary tackle coming down, I had nothing to do but to dip a 
big lob Into a cracked jug half full of saud, threadle him featly, 
and winding up my bullet close to the top ring, send it, with a 
gentle forward sweep, whizzing through the air thirty yards down 
stream. Putting the check on my "Nottingham,” I laid the rod 
down to fit up some heavy float tackle, although I felt nearly 
assured, so tremendous was the current, that It would bo useless. 
The wind, however, blew strong up stream, that at any rate was 
In favor of Boating, but just as I was making a loop for the 
“ stop ’’ to my slider, away flew my ledger winch with a sharp 
scream for a second’s space, causing me to drop the float aud 
strike on the off chance, uselessly, of course. 

“ Barbel that, sir, anyhow,” says Bob, as I showed him the lob 
pulled clean down the gut, and the tall fairly settled, chewed up, 
In fact, like a bit of rag. “.Yes, not much doubt of that, Bob, 
give me a big buck worm, and I'll nobble him this time If he’s 
not guoehomc.” Away flew my bullet again, and I felt It hit 
the gravel, then I drew taut aud waited. Five minutes passed, 
ten, “Drat him,” I muttered to myself, “a roving fish, I sup¬ 
pose, made a snatch at the worm, and then went flying down 
stream like a boy who has pulled a bell and just caught sight of 
the butler with a bamboo In bis (1st. Just like my luck," and I 
was about to put the rod down again when I detected the love- 
lleet little “ nig " In the world trembling through the thin silk. 
“Oh crumbs of comfort I pray Heaven It’s a whopperl" Ido 
want to get bold of a real snorter on the sort of tackle that I use 
lu legerlog, one that will make my back, arms, and loins ache, 
and my hair rise as It might do If my wretched scalp was In 
danger of a Comanche knife. Thns every niggle I feel I pray 
heart and soul, as devoutly as did that divine for rain the other 
day, for the neareat approach to a mahseer that Thames Is capable 
of. Another little nig, yet, and then another, and then the top 
benda unmistakably. “Twangl”and Bob’s cheery “Got him ” 
echoes behind me, while the reel whistles again under the pree- 
aure of my fingers on Its flying edge. The big one Is as far off 
aa ever, however, for though as game aa the usual order of bis 
plucky race, thla flab la but a tbrer-pounder, and aoon cornea too 
well. The very nett throw I got another, before the bullet had 
well settled on the bottom, end killed him after h smart atruggle, 
a U-.Ha better one perhaps; then down came a deluge of rain, as 
though we hsd not had a drop for month!. Once again It was 
all over, and mlaery reigned supreme aboard that flat-bottomed 


veaael. One meeta people who HU np their bands and turn up 
the whites of their eyes, a la Stlgglns and Tadger, If one rails at 
the weather, and who say It’e wrongl Wrong. Is U1 Ah, natu¬ 
ral, very, though, nevertheleas and notwithstanding, and although 
I am prepared to affirm In the most solemn manner that nothing 
approach!#g “rank blasphemy” was beard emanating from any 
one on that swamped and sloppy craft, as the rain poured down ' 
In one Increasing pelter, I am yet positive thqre were a good 
many “ choleric words ” kicking about for a' that. 

It waa utterly useless to attempt further fishing In such a 
storm, so that we once sgaln ehot across stream for the friendly 
bank, and taking up a spare pole I helped Bob to get the punt 
borne. Once there, I got out of my dripping waterproofs as 
quickly as possible, and sat myself down to right good and glo¬ 
rious breakfast, one Item of which was a somewtn t singular one, 
to wit, a dish of fresh cut asparagus; but bless my life I had a 
couple of the Judest cbope In the world, a kidney, brown as a 
berry, and fall of gravy, steaming, piping hot coffee, and so noth¬ 
ing came amiss, and I shall not readily forget the waiter's aston¬ 
ished look when he saw a clean sweep, made of everything. 
There are, I know, a good many folks who'll say that such fleshly 
recollections destroy the charm of the sport from a poetical 
point of view. It may be so, but It strikes me very forcibly that 
if any such grumblers had beeh out with me on such a morning, 
had poled home In the teeth of a gale, and landed with an appe¬ 
tite nearly capable of disposing of a pickled baby, and found such 
a breakfast awaiting them, they would have said, as I did. For 
this and all Thy mercies, etc., etc., and gone la like hyenas. 

It cleared np a little about eleven, and nearly con vine. d that 
it was useless trying after barbel, I got Bob to cook a bit of 
greaves, Intending to drop down close In to the boughs on the 
chance of getting some chub. This we did, and first putting a 
more whippy top upon my Nottingham rod, I then fixed up a 
big quill, carrying a fair quantity of shot, a yard of gut and a 
hook neither too big nor too little. “ Sure to get one here!” says 
Bob. “ Its a stunning bit of bough-flsbing between here and 
the next bend,” then be threw in a pinch or two of greaves, 
chopped as fine as possible, while I wrapped a nice choice bit of 
fatty ekln and pipe round the hook, which I felt assured no res¬ 
pectable chub, unless he were of an ascetic disposition, and led 
the life of an anchorite, could possibly refuse to open bis month 
at and swallow with as much gusto as I had just disposed of that 
asparagus. 

There was a wonderfully nice chubby-looking run close in to 
the thick and tangled roota of the willows and alders, so that 
dropping the float quietly In, and close to the tree roots, It re¬ 
mained stationary fora second or two until caught in the stream, 
then away it went, while I gave my reel a tap every now and 
then so as to facilitate its movement, and cause it to run down 
Just as sharp as the current itself. “ Look out,” whispers Bob, 
close to my ear, as, pole in hand, he leaned over my shoulder. 
“Guide him In close. Now, bravo! you've got him." The quill 
had shot downwards with the current, and Just as it neared the 
furthest bough down It went, and out of eight, like greased 
lightning, a movement instantly followed by a sharp back sweep 
of tne rod, and Bteady winding up and outwards from the tree 
roots, which bad brought about Bob’s exclamation. I let the fish 
do all his work under water, never straining upon him so bard as 
to bring him bouncing to the top, yet never ceasing to move the 
handles of my reel quickly for an Instant; consequently he soon 
neared the punt, a silvery little beggar of perhaps a pound and 
a half. 8wlm No. 3 produced a fish almost close to the punt It¬ 
self, aud rn&kiDg short work of him, I started the float, ballasted 
with a splendid chunk of fat, on its third journey. Away it 
went, and, holding the point of the rod well over towards the 
boughs, so as to get the float in, it rapidly neared the point 
which I felt was the entrance to chubby’e den. Down it went, 
and I was Into a good fish, which before I could get a sufficient 
strain on ran me among the tree roots, and smashed me up clean 
as a carrot. Ah, mittricorde! No use crying over it, however, 
so after another run or two down, which proved fruitless, Boh 
dropped the punt half-a-dozen yards, and the first swim I was 
fast In a game three-pounder, that rattled off silk as bard as he 
could lay fins and tali to the water. This finished the fun, for 
I could get never another touch, so that we dropped down to the 
barbel run again, where I got one solitary fish only, winding up 
my two days with a mixed bag of barbel, chub, and roach, ol full 
forty pounds. Some of them were, however, too small to retain, 
and were returned to the river to afford some one else sport on 
a future occasion, upon which I hope the angler, whoever he may 
be, will meet with a little better weather than the Fates meted 
out to J. P. W., in BrlVt Lift. 

Alas! the Poor Grayling. 


A writer In the Chicago Tribune, who has been angling tor 
grayling in northern Michigan, writes as follows of the fish: 

“The grayling himself rarely exceeds two pounds In weight, 
'and the average weight in a catch is about half a pound, so that 
they run considerably larger than the brook tront. He is con¬ 
structed upon the model of the trout, though not quite so chunky, 
bis head being a perfect copy. His fins also resemble the trout’s, 
with the exception of the dorsal, which is very large and beauti¬ 
fully marked, and gives him great strength and swiftness. His 
color Is a purplish gray, darkest ou the back, and bis sides are 
silvery. There are indication of speckles on the belly like the 
trout’s, but his distinguishing characteristic is a scries of irregu¬ 
lar black spots on each side, just below the gills, resembling the 
letter T. You will always find him in the holes if yon approach 
them carefully, and the ordinary angleworm is aa good bait as 
you can find, lie does not rise to the bait like a trout, conse¬ 
quently you must Osh near the bottom of the boles, and this you 
can regulate with a float, which also enables you to put your Hoe 
Into every nook and corner you desire. He is a strong, free 
biter, and, as be runs with the halt in every direction with the 
swlftnees of an arrow, flying out of the water with amazing leaps, 
yon must keep a Brin baud on him and his head must be neld up 
stream. Any sudden Jerk will inevitably pull the book out of 
bis mouth, which is very tender. 

“Once out of the water, give him no chance to struggle In tbo 
air. Take him directly over your basket and seize hint by the 
gUla. If you take him by the body be Is as hard lo hold as an 
eel, and will inevitably flop back into the water. In this connec¬ 
tion It should be staled that the ordinary creel Is of no account, 
aa the scribe can bear witness. Any two-pound grayling will Hop 
out of it, A basket with a fiat top, made of canvas, converging 
to the aperture, will take them In as easily as if tUey were ted 
Into a hopper. Tne sensation of the blio of a large grayling is 
like an electric shock. It makes you tfugle to your Unger euds. 
It Is not like the dull, thumping tog of the bass or pickerel on 
the end of a trolling line, hut a rapid succession of sharp, fierce 
Jerks, and then your line goes, zipping, litszlug through the water 
lu every direction, and the silvery creature flies out of the stream 
In curves like those made by a salmon."

covery of a star." But, all rhodomontade aside, a new fish 
which Is useful (provided stupid prejudices can be put aside) Is 
worth so msny dollars and cents to fishermen and may make an 
Important adjunct to the public larder. The flsh was carefully 
boiled. Now all fish which are choice, when served at the Wind¬ 
sor, are cooked with tbelr scales on. Before this, In an early ar¬ 
ticle on tbe art of boiling flsb, thl. fact of not scaling tbe fish was 
mentioned. In France a good flsh Is never boiled otherwise 
than wltb the scales on. Tbe reason Is that the natural covering 
to the flsh retains tbe particular flavor of that flsh. Take 
off the scales and skin the fish, then boiled salmon will taste 
like boiled shad. The malu objection to leaving on the scales Is 
that It requires some little skill to serve the flsb without the 
scales, but some slight address overcomes perfectly this minor 
Inconvenience. As to boiling flsh, there seems to be endless 
heresies rife In regard to the process. All cook-books written 
wltb tbe least experience lay It down ss a rule that t Ash to lie 
boiled must be [flared In cold water. Tbe water having been 
brought up to a boll, to have the fish In perfection, the fish-ket¬ 
tle should be removed and allowed to alrnmer. The flsh Is done 
when the fins can be removed without much trouble. The flesh 
of flsb Is softer than that of animals, and to put It In boiling 
water and aabjecl It to a violent ebnllltlon would be to break It 
to pieces. There are several methods of boiling fish other then 
In plain water. Flsb are vary much Improved by making a eowrl- 
buulllan, which may be either quite simple, by adding to the 
water some salt, some whole pepper corns, a bunch of herbs, and 
a teaspoonful of vinegar; boiling, straining, and allowing It to 


tbelr cause. To abolish all nets would at once deprive oar 
markets of fish which hand-lines never could supply, and It Is a 
question If the Increase or flsh In tbe waters which came of It, 
would not be met by an Increase of enemies, ss sharks, etc.

Mackerel boats along the shore are as thick as Hies. 

Tinker mackerel bit unusually well on Sunday, and Sabbath 
breakers captured them In great numbers. 

Some one with a statistical turn of mind counted forty-nine 
boats at anchor In the bay on Monday last, their occupants catch¬ 
ing mackerel, or trying to. 

A fisherman, off the Camp Ground one day Iasi week, caught 
with his hands a young seal that came up alongside the boat. He 
exhibited him at the Camp Ground. 

Mackerel eighteen Inches In length have been caught In this 
harbor. Many of them will pass for No. twos. The catch this 
season la the largest ever known at Penobscot bay. 

After furnishing excellent sport for several days the mackerel 
ceased to take the book on Tuesday and but few were taken In 
nets. Judging from the number of boats out the Bsli must have 
recovered their appetites yesterday. 

Disappearance op the Menhaden — 

They only said, “ My life l» dreary, 

He comcth not," Ihey Mid. 

That Is probably what our flshermen would have said of the 
non-appearance of the menhaden were they familiar with Tenny¬ 
son. What they did say, however, we fear was more profane than 
poetical. Hundreds of flshermen who have been engaged In this 
branch of Industry have been compelled to seek other employ¬ 
ments. Enough menhaden were taken last year before the 1st 
of August to yield about 35,000 barrels of oil, equal to 1,300,000 
gallons. This year up to date there has been none. There Is a 
prospect of a small supply of all kinds of oils taken from the sea 
this year. 

Many theories and speculations have been advauced concerning 
the non-appearance of the menhaden In our waters the present 
season. Last year, before this time, fifteen or twenty steamers 
were successfully taking menhaden In Belfast Bay. The steamers 
came to our wharves each night, and hundreds of their crews 
were upon our streets. A correspondent of the Cape Ann Ad¬ 
vertiser,in a communication upon the “ Menhaden Fishery,"-says— 

Up to date menhaden fall to make their appearance on the 
coast of Maine or In Massachusetts Bay, something hitherto un¬ 
known. What does It mean! Go back to May. This class of 
fish quit Winter quarters, seek Long Island Sound, and In a space 
of sixty by fortY miles literally All the sea. In this area were 
near seventy steamers and as many sailing vessels, each with one 
or two seines from 150 to 235 fathoms long, scooping them up 
as fast as they showed themselves In the water, and the slaughter 
by June 10 was near one million barrels. Scotland, Ireland, En¬ 
gland and Norway, with a long wide sea to hunt In, altogether 
do not catch yearly over one and three-fourths of a million bar¬ 
rels of herring, and here In this small area of sixty by forty miles 
our skippers with steam have taken near one million barrels, and 
of a class of flsh that stand to the herring of the North of Europe 
as probably not one to a thousand.— Belfast, Me., Republican 
Journal. _ 

Mossbunkers vs. Weak Fish.— Sheepehead Bay, L. I .—Editor 
Chicago Fir’d :—In your issue of July 2, two correspondents, 
“ Boz " and “Fisherman," complain of the mossbunkers, or men¬ 
haden as they call them, disappearing before the nets and the 
danger of the blue flsh leaving our shores. Now to me who love 
weak fishing this would be a blessing. Before the blue flsh came 
we had the weak flsh In quantity, but with the Increase of the 
former they have fallen off The most destructive thing which 
visits our shores la the blue flsh, it destroys ten times what It 
eats and no doubt but our commercial fisheries would be better 
off without them, and I know the lovers of weak flsh would be. 
I merely flsh for sport but. like to see the markets well stocked, 
and never buy blueflsh because I think them Inferior, and never 
go squlddlng for them for It Is lazy sport. I think this view was 
held by Tbad Norris also, for he says: “ The blueflsh la not es¬ 

teemed as food. It Is extremely predatory in Its habits, swim- 
mlng In schools, and causing great havoc amongst mossbunkers. 
Barb and weak flsh, even, are not secure against the attacks of 
the larger ones." There are two sides to all questions, and In 
my opinion we would loose nothing If we lost the blue flsh. It 
Is a significant fact that flsh culturlsts do not care to Increase 
them any more than they do the pike, or pickerel, of fresh water.

good. The pickerel hold out In spite of being taken year by 
year by hundreds, If not by thousands. The black bass are not 
so plentiful as they were ten years ago, yet they continue to be 
taken In large numbers. The nearer you get to Lake Ontario 
the finer the bass fishing. Bass run very large at the bead of 
Carleton Island, some weighing as high as live pounds being 
caught frequently. The largest pickerel taken this year have 
been about eighteen pounds In weight. The mammoth mask- 
InoDge grows In these waters to Tie about sixty pounds In weight, 
but very rarely Is one of even thirty pounds taken with the hook. 
Although hundreds of persons are constantly fishing, not more 
than a dozen large ouea are caught In the entire season. Of small 
fish, perch, euoflsh and the like, there Is no end. They may be 
takeo almost anywhere In the shallow water, and they afford 
sport for ladles and children.— ifeic York Telegram. 

—Two of the crew of the Bchooner Bessie W. Soines, of Glou¬ 
cester, Mass., were recently attacked on the Banks, while ont In 
a dory attending trawls, by an Immense flsh, which grasped the 
bow of their boat with Its teeth, several of which were left Im¬ 
bedded In the wood when Its hold was detached. One of the men 
was thrown overboard, but managed to scramble Into the dory 
again. The fish pursued them, biting several places In the bot¬ 
tom of the dory. The teeth are about an Inch to an Inch and a 
half long, edged with saw-llke Incisions, and do not resemble the 
teeth of any flsh with which the flshermen are acquainted. 

—The New York Telegram saye: "Utterly unmindful of the 
fact that you can shoot woodcock now, Secretary Evarta Is still 
gathering statistics of the fishery question.” Neighbor, he reads 
the Chk.'aou Field, and, like the lamented Jim Bludso, “he sees 
his duty, a dead sure thing, and he went for It thar and then." 

—Mr. Earle has been sent to Fortland by the United States 
Fish Commission to thoroughly Investigate and write up the fish¬ 
eries of our coast, and will make bis report when finished, to Pro¬ 
fessor Baird. Mr. Earl will have a vessel placed at his disposal 
which Is to report at Portland. 

—A torpedo fish was taken In the trap at Magnolia, Mass., on 
Saturday. It la nearly the size of a hogshead, and it took some 
three or four men to capture It, and they were quite roughly 
used Id doing so, receiving shocks similar to an electric current. 

—The McDonald fishway at Lexington, Va., Is reported to be 
a grand success, all the native Ashes, suckers, etc., passing up and 
down It freely. The high dams below It, over twenty In number, 
prevent the migratory fishes from attempting It. 

—John Weatherbee and wife, of Warren, Mass., caught In 
Moosehead Lake, last Friday, 56 white flsh, which weighed 75 
lbs.; also two speckled trout weighing 5 lbs., making a total 
catch in four hours of 80 pounds of flsh. 

—A correspondent from the Housatonlc river, Conn., writes 
that black bass fishing has been poor so far this season, but there 
are hopes that they will take the bait this month. The fishing Is 
not as good as In previous years. 

—Angling for shad In the Connecticut practically ceased on 
the first of this month, although the river was “ full ” of them. 
They decline to take the fly for some reason best known to 
themselves. 

—Mr. Chalmers writes from Holyoke. Mass., that salmon are 
not as plentiful In the Connecticut as last month. A letter 
dated Aug. 4, says: “I have not seen a ripple In two weeks." 

—Our correspondent, Mr. Jacob Stauffer, Informs us that the 
hellbender, Meno/toma AUeghaniense, Is frequently caught at Safe 
Harbor, and in the Susquehanna to Its head waters.

The Norfolk Hetrlever.

There Is no doubt that dog shows have done much towards Im¬ 
proving ttaa various breeds of dogs; but there are still some 
counties which are, so to speak, outside the magic circle of shows 
and In these counties the Improvement Is not so manifest. Nor- 
folk Is one of them, and though It Is a first-rate county for shoot¬ 
ing of all kinds, yet at the same time, from a show point of view, 
Its dogs are not up to the mark. 

It Is well known that the retriever Is not a distinct breed, and 
purity of blood, therefore, can only exist so far as the strain Is 
concerned. In spite of this there Is s strong family likeness visi¬ 
ble In roost good specimens of the so-called Norfolk retriever. 

For many a long year Norfolk hu been celebrated for Its wild¬ 
fowl shooting. On broad, river, aea-cout and estuary wildfowl 
abound daring the Winter months, and unassisted by boat or dog 
tbe gunner would lose by far the greater part of the fowl be shot. 
In rough weather, when the fowl are most easy of acceu, the use 
of a boat In many Instances becomes difficult, not to uy danger¬ 
ous and Impossible, and some kind of dog, therefore, became 
neceeeary lo tbe fowler of olden times. The old-fuhloned 
pointer, so steady and good after partridges In tbe long hand- 
reaped stubbles,»failed signally In most Instances when the 
thermometer bung feelingly In the neighborhood of aero and the 
beard of the shooter wu white with Icicles and hoar frost It wu 
not hta trade, and he knew It. A hardier dog wu necessary, and 
one with a rougher coat. Tbe old-fuhloncd English water span lei 
wu undoubtedly good at flushing the birds from reed beds and 
the like, but tor all-round work bis Impetuosity would be against 
him. Something more sedate than all spaniel blood wu re 
qulred, and yet the dash and resolution of tbe genuloe spaniel 
should be retained. By continual croulng—frequently accl 
dental and still more frequently Injudicious—by a strong Infusion 
of Irish water spaniel blood, with here and there a tinge of the 
Labradur, the necessary animal wu by degrees manufactured 

Such Is my theory concerning the origin of the Norfolk re¬ 
triever. Now for a description of the dog. Tbe color le more 


often brown thau black, aud the shade of brown rather light than 
dark—a sort of undy brown, In fact. Cost curly, of course, and 
the curls hardly so close and crisp u In the show retriever of tbe 
present day, but Inclined to be open and woolly. The coat Is not 
long, however, and across the back there la often a saddle of 
straight shprt balr. In texture tbe coat Is Inclined to be coarse, 
and It almost Invariably looks maty and feels harsh to the touch. 
This, however, may lo some measure be due to neglect. The 
head Is heavy and wise looking, tbe muzzle square and broad; 
ears large, and somewhat thickly covered with long curly hair. 
The Hmbe stout and strong, with large and well-webbed feet. 
The tall Is usually docked like a spaniel's, but not so abort. This 
seems to be quite a keeper’s custom, and probably originated 
from the fact that, to an Inexperienced eye, the tail of a puppy 
generally appears too long for the dog. However, although 
docking the tall Improves the appearance of a spaniel, In my 
opinion It completely spoils the symmetry of a retriever. I 
remember once uklng a Norfolk keeper’s opinion of a very 
handsome llat-coated retriever I bad. After examining the dog 
carefully, the man said, “Well, sir, be would be a rare nice- 
looking dog If you only cut half-a-yard off his tall." I need 
hardly add that I did not act on the suggestion. 

When white appears on tbe chest It Is more frequently In the 
form of a spot or patch than a narrow streak. They are usually 
rather above than below the medium size, and are strong com¬ 
pact dogs As a rule, they are exceedingly Intelligent and tract¬ 
able, capable of being trained to almost anything, both In the 
way of tricks and with the gun. In temperament they are lively 
and cheerful, making excellent companions; and It Is very rarely 
that they are found sulky or vicious. When only half trained 
they are apt to be headstrong snd Impetuous, and, though natur¬ 
ally with a strong retrieving Instinct, they are often a little In¬ 
clined to be hard-mouthed. This defect can be traced to two 
causes. It may be the result of Injudicious breeding from hard- 
mouthed parents, or It may arise from careless or slovenly hand¬ 
ling In tbelr young days. However, when they are wanted al¬ 
most exclusively for wildfowl shooting, this failing is not of so 
much moment, for they will be principally used for retrieving 
birds that fall In the water, and, aa fowl arc for the most part 
very tough birds, the rough grip as a dog seizes a duck will not 
cause much mischief, and while swimming the most Inveterate 
“biter” will seldom give his birds a second nip. For wildfowl 
shooting they are admirable. Their resolute nature readers them 
most determined In hunting coots, moorhen and half-fowl, as the 
gunners call many of the smaller members of tbe anas tribe, for 
which their too limited knowledge of natural history cannot sup¬ 
ply a name. When accustomed to seashore shooting they will 
face a rough sea well, and they are strong swimmers, persevering, 
and not easily daunted In their search for a dead or wouuded 
fowl. 

I well remember Borne years ago having a first rate specimen 
of the Norfolk retriever lent me for a short time. This dog, 
the property of a tradesman, had been reared from quite a puppy 
In the bosom of blsownei’s family, and had been used almost ex¬ 
clusively for rough river shootlog. For this work be was ad¬ 
mirable, displaying all tbe qualities for which the Norfolk re¬ 
triever Is so celebrated. He was a flue, strong, well-made dog, 
with a capital ahort, crisp coat, a large Intelligent head, and 
stout shapely limbs. From his determined, not to say pugna¬ 
cious, disposition, be received the not very sporting name of 
“ Tiger." In many respects this name was not bestowed without 
good reasou. Tiger very strongly objected to being tbrashed; 
In fact, even his owner had to be very careful during any neces¬ 
sary chastisement, and the eary part of a good “licking" fre¬ 
quently produced growls and snarls, Instead of the more usual 
form of canine lamentation. One day when Tiger waa out with 
me we had a difference of opinion, and, thinking that a little 
timely castigation might help to enforce my arguments, I rested 
my gun agaiust a tree and proceeded very deliberately to cut a 
suitable stick. Tiger seated himself a few yards off ine with pro¬ 
voking Indifference, and coolly watched my proceedings. He 
knew well enough what I was after. Many dogs under such 
circumstances, and with one who was well nigh a stranger too, 
would have quietly made tracks for home Instead of waiting so 
calmly. Tiger, however, had no such Intentions. My stick be¬ 
ing flulahed, he allowed me to upproaeh almost close to him, and 
then growled and showed his teeth lo a very ominous and sug¬ 
gestive manner. If the dog had been my own, I should not have 
hesitated a moment; but thrashing another man’s dogs Is a dif 
Cerent affair, particularly when the character of the dog is well 
known. Auyhow, I hesitated. This gave Tiger bis cue, and he 
showed signs of resistance more than ever; and not caring to 
have a pitched baltle, I threw away my stick anil offered to make 
It up with him. The dog appreciated my conduct, and obeyed 
me Implicitly (or tbe rest of the day. 

l Poor tiger came to so untimely end. As be grew older he 
showed signs of becoming savage, and his master waa much 
afraid he might bite some one. Now, some people have a great 
objection to being bitten by a neighbor’s dog—foolish preju¬ 
dice!—and every now and then Tiger’s owner had to pay for 
sundry torn trousers and wounded feelings when the dog showed 
his dislike to straugers In a too pronounced manner. At this 
juncture some wiseacre suggested that he had known several In¬ 
stances of the tempers of much more outrageous animals than 
Tiger rendered perfectly lamb like by a 6lmple operation. This 
operation was—I blush to relate It, for It will hardly be believed 
—the cutting off a couple of inches off the dog's tall. Now, Tiger’s 
tall had been docked once In tbe usual Norfolk fashion before he 
was weaned, and the new operation would, therefore, be exces¬ 
sively painful. However a chisel, a mallet aud a block of wood 
were procured; a sudden blow, a lusty bowl, an agile “stand 
clear” on the part of the operator, and tbe deed was done. As 
might be expected, the result waa not eminently satisfactory. 
More than that, It lead to tbe death of tbe dog; fora servaot 
some days afterwards happening to tread on the still sore tall 
was, by way of remonstrance, promptly seized by tbe arm. 
Tiger was forthwith tried and condemned to die. His master 
the same evening took him down to the river on tbe ice—tbe 
river was strongly frosen over at the time—walked with him lo 
tbe edge of a “ wake," and. having allot him, pushed him into 
the water snd let him be carrledutway by tbe stream. 

Poor Tiger I more than one tear was shed over his vacant place 
by the fireside that evening .—London Country.

—Chicago, Ill .—Editor Chicago Field :—Allow 
me to tell Repentance what to do to prevent another calamity In 
his Norfolk spaniel family. Aa soon as the puppies are born, 
commence to watch them closely. If their bowels do not move 
within two days (perhaps better say one day of their earthly ex¬ 
istence) phgeic the bitch. Commence with a moderate dose, snd 
If tbls does not affect the pupa ln the same way aa It does the 
mother and from four to eight hours later, give her a heavier 
doee, and wait, not to exceed eight hours more for effect upon 
the litter. In moat cases this will do, sometimes,however,It will 
not, and then U will be necessary to doe* the pupa. I have done 
this with success on the third day after birth with "Ro¬ 
chelle” salts. About as much as you can hold upon a stiver 
ten cent piece, dissolved In a little water Is a dose for a young 
setter pup. If the pup’s bowels do not move upon the third day. 
Us chances of living are very slim, aa It alvayt Is aa full of 
worms then as It can be. The feeding of the bitch during preg¬ 
nancy has nothing to do with It. Any physician will confirm 
this. Common Sense.

Is mistaken, as every practical breeder knows. To allow a bitch 
to get fat la at the sacrifice of the progeny, and very often the 
life of the bitch.—E d.

Llzxle Wblppe, another of his 
get, won the Produce Stakes for three year olds, two mile beats 
at Lexington; time, 8:361, 8:89, bearingSprlnghranch,Typhoon, 
and Hyena. 8he also won the Galt Houae Suites, two mile 
heats, In three heata-S:44, 8:48f, 3:44f. Among others of his 
get, are Goodnight and Harkaway. Enquirer’s fame will rank as 
high at the stud as It did upon the conrae. 

John Morgan has been one of the fixtures of the Belle Meade 
Stud. He Is a bay horse, foaled 1858: sired by imported Sov¬ 
ereign, ont of the grand race mare Sal lie Lewis, by Imported 
Glencoe. Bailie Lewis waa also the dam SI-Hunter's Lexington, 
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Lady, the dam of Onward. John Morgan has distinguished him¬ 
self as the sire of Morgan Scout, Ltatnnah, Jim Bell, Mary 
Walton, Atheistane and Charley Bush. 

In addition to this galaxy of sires, Gen. Harding Is the fortu¬ 
nate possessor of s large number of high bred mares, the ma¬ 
jority of which are the daughters and grand-daughter* of Lex¬ 
ington ; noUbly, Ivy Leaf, the dam of Bramble; Beneda, the

Belle Meade la destined to furnish the American tnrf with its 
best race horses, and no establishment can now claim precedence 
In the stud value of its sires. 

BIRDS OF THE COLORADO VALLEY. 

Birds of the Colorado Valley,Is the title of a repository of scientific 
and popular information concerning North American ornithology, 
by Elliott Couet, printed from the government office at Wash¬ 
ington. United 8 la tea Geologist F. V. Hayden in his prefatory 
remarks says: “The present treatise may be regarded as com¬ 
plimentary to 1 Birds of the Northwest,' ss It relates technically 
to the general subject, ss well ss to the particular life-histories 
of the birds composing the remarkable avian fauna of the Color¬ 
ado Basin. The author’s resources have proved to be so largely 
in exceee of the requirements of such s report that the work has 
outgrown the limits of a single volume,and become a full exposi¬ 
tion of oar present knowledge of the subject, by the incorporation 
of much technical matter conconcernlng North American orni¬ 
thology at large, hitherto the private possession of the author, 
and now made accessible to the public. In points of accuracy 
completeness and thorough reliability, this work is a model for 
the most >010011(10 scholar, and devoted naturalist According 
to the report rendered by the author, the present part of the 
work carries the subject through Passerts to Laniida. The whole 
conslstain a systematic treatise on the families, genera and 
speclee rcpresentedjn the Colorado Valley—that Is—in the whole 
drained by the C^orado river of the West and its tributaries, ss 
far south as the present Mexican boundary of the United States. 
No other portion of the United States of equal area, offers each 
varied surface conditions and such climatic extremes as the 
Great Basin. A portion of the Colorado Valley has long been 
known as the hottest place In the United States. At Fort Yuma, 
on the Colorado river, at the mouth of the Gila, the mean animal 
rainfall does not exceed five Inches and, a temperature of 119° 

F. haa been recorded, and for weeks in succession the mercury 
may rise above 100° dally. Southern and Western Arizona is 
a torrid Alkaline waste; in fact s part of the ' Great American 
Dee*rt;’ yet In the central part of the territory rise the 8an 
Francisco Mountains, 12,563 high, pine clad, and snow capped; 
a day’s journey will show differences in climate, and In bird fauna 
as marked as from Massachusetts to the District of Columbia. 
Such striking features render the study of the birds of this re¬ 
gion, peculiarly attractive, and the exact Information respecting 
their distribution and movements within the ares mentioned, Is 
given lo detail in the present treatise. 

Dr. EUlott Cones entered Arixonain 1864, and spent two years 
In studying Its natural history, and bis formal list of the birds 
of Arizona was published In 1866. It deecrlbed new species sod 
added others to the fauna of the United States, sod his personal 
experiences, now for the first time set forth In full, afford a large 
basis of the biographical portion of the present treatise, which is 
a thorough digest of the beet Information to be bad upon the sub¬ 
ject. _ 

THE B08T0N WOODCOCK. 

A couple of Issues since we mentioned the oonvlctlon of Messrs. 
Hall A Whipple the proprietors of Young's Hotel, Boston, for 
furnishing woodcock ont of aeaaoo. The case has crested much 
Interest ms It Is the first conrictlon under the new game law of 
Massachusetts, and the culprits have appealed. 

We were more than surprised to see In a recent Issue of 
the Boston Olobt , that Dr. John F. Ordway, ex-preeldent of the 
Massachusetts Fish and Game Protective Association, the very 
association, which prosecuted the case, tn sn Interview with 
the reporter of that paper took sides with Messrs. Hall and Whip¬ 
ple. It seems strange that one professing to be a sportsman 
should give expression to sentiments so entirely antagonistic to 
the true Interests of game protection as to say: 

” I think the decision was unjust and unconstitutional to say 
the least In my judgment they had violated no law of onr 
state, tor the birds were not killed In this “ commonwealth,” 
hut, as Mr. Whipple Informed me, were killed and brought from 
the state of Pennsylvania, where the cloee time Is off the 4th of 
July in each year.” 

How does Dr. Ordway suppose that a game law could be en¬ 
forced If It allowed the selling of game out of season In one state, 
because It was killed tn another state. But It Is evident Dr. 
Ordway Is more In sympathy with pot-hunters and Illicit game 
dealers than with game protectors, and as such he la out of place 
as a member of the Massachusetts Fish and Game Protective As¬ 
sociation. Hear him: 

“It would not be for ths interest of the stale lam to conflict tetth 
the interests of ths gams dealers and hotel keepers, w ho are spending 
hundreds of thousands of dollars In the purchase and sale of game, 
Just to please a fete sportsmen." 

“In all the fish and game law*,’’ Dr. Ordway tells the reporter, 
” only those should be passed which look to the interests of the buyer, 
seller, producer, consumer, end the preservation of the fish cud 
game,and then there la no trouble In the execution of the same.” 
Of course there would be trouble In the execution of the game 
laws If they were made In the Interact of ” the buyer, seller, 
producer and consumer.” At to who the producer It,however,we 
are In the dark. Truly, the Doctor baa found the pbtloeopher’i 
stone. 

“ I have talked with several of the game dealers sod hotel pro¬ 
prietors," says Dr.Oidway,“aud they have been unanlmotu In the 
opinion that the law la unjust, and that they will spend freelv of 
their money In appealing to the highest tribunal of the land.” Of 
’ conrae the game dealer* and hotel proprietors consider the law 
’ unjust. The malefactor always consider* th* law nnJosL Dr. 
i Ordway'* sentiment* an those w* can gat every day oo Water 
- street from the worst violator* of the game law we have. 


That Damned Editor.—To a desire to pare hate tome prairie 
chlckena of a Water street game dealer, be replied; "Haven’t 
got any. That damned editor of the Chicago Field haa bla 
detectives around, and I don't propose to ran any risk*. How 
do I know but what yon are one." And It waa one of oar detec¬ 
tives. Since we started on the war path It haa not been so easy 
to buy game, which only goes to show bow mnch could be done 
by nulled action of the dub*. Once the dealer* understand they 
are being watched, they will not take the risk of selling, nor will 
people buy when they know they can be arrested and punlabed 
for having game In poeaesalon. The dealers have been very 
cautious aud careful, but notwithstanding we have a couple of 
case* In which the evidence la, we think, complete, and before 
this reaches onr readers they will have been arrested. 


Bat Shootino.— Bat shooting 1s gaining in popularity In Cal¬ 
ifornia, and It the supply of bats only lasts It Is destined to sap- 
plsnt pigeon shooting. The Sscramento Record-Union says: 
“ Those who have had experience, declare, when this kind of 
•booling Is spoken of ss'easy,'that a sportsman may do well 
•hooting pigeons, or English snipes, or tramps, or any other un¬ 
certain thing, but hit education It not complete until he can kill 
at least twenty-three out of twenty-five bats from a trap.” 


Let Them Bleep On. —Still so gently the four president* of 
the four sportsman's clubs of which Chicago boasts, sleep, and 
the Illicit game dealers guard their slumbers that they be not 
awakened. The Garden City has much to be proud of, but In nothing 
to much as In her sportsmen’s clubs. The mere mention of the 
protection of game produces s soporific effect. 


Violating the Law. —On Information received, we sued ont 
s writ of arrest for s Mr. John M. White for violating the game 
lew, In having teal ducks In his possession, shot on the Calumet. 
The case will be tried before Justice Hammer on the 15th. It Is 
hard work and expensive to fight the violators of the game law 
single-handed, but we propoee to do It 

Ope to Colorado. —Mr. H. C. Pierce, of St. Louis, Mr. Paul 
Fromeke, of St Joe, Mo., and two Cleveland, Ohio, gentlemen 
have started Into Colorado with two guides, six riding horses 
and six pack mules. The party will make a hunt 850 miles 
northwest of Denver for big game, and be gone about six weeks 


The Tolirston Club. —The Tolleston Club has been unre¬ 
mitting In Its exertions to bring violators of the game law on the 
Tolleston marshes to Justice. On Thursday last, they caused the 
srreet of one Elser, of Chicago, who was shooting on their 
grounds, and out of season. He waa fined $8.64. 


—Onr representation of the opening 
of the prairie chicken season, the 15th of August, will no donbt 
be appreciated by many of our readers.

Experiments on the Velocity of Shot. 

While carrying ont some promised experiments with. No* 7 and 
S shot, I thought It would be well to try larger ones, so that 
data might be obtained all through; and I now send tablet show¬ 
ing the velocities and penetration, taken by " force-gauge,” of 
various chargee of powder and shot with different stxed shot 

The results sent are with all sizes, from Nos. 2 to 8 shilled; 
with each size 1 o*. has been tried, with three charges of powder 
2}, 3 and Si drachma, to form a sort of standard for comparison 
all through; then larger chargee of the larger shot, and smaller 
one* of the smaller shot, so as to Include most loads need In shoot- 
ting. 

Three shots of each are recorded, to Insnre accuracy; and dur¬ 
ing the carrying out of the experiments, I have thrown ont and 
retried any particular shot which seemed to give unreliable re¬ 
sults. 

The first column of remits give* the Individual shots, the sec¬ 
ond one the average of the three shots, and after each six shot* 
the general average with any load la stated. 

I have calculated from the whole series thstth* following aver¬ 
ages show the comparative results with 8 dr*, powder and 1 oa. 
shot ot different sties:

From these averages It will be seen that the gun recoil and 
pattern Increase steadily with site (number) of shot, while pene¬ 
tration and velocity decrease. '

Bat the velocity of the smell shot does aot differ so much from 
that of the large shot ee might have been expected; evidently, 
el 40 yards range, the resistance of the air has not told very 
much against the small shot, or else the small shot must start 
with a higher velocity than do the larger shot, and thus reach 
the 40 yards target not much behind the larger ones, although 
undoubtedly, weight for weight, the charge of small baa to en¬ 
counter much more atmospheric resistance than the large. If 
so, there la e point within the 40 yards range where the large 
overtake the small end pass them. 

If mean velocity, then, be the real teat of penetration, there 
must be a point nearer than 40 yards where the smaller shot 
have a greater or as great a penetrative power as the larger 
sixes. 

The mean velocity of the small shot might have been Increased 
by the charge of small keeping together longer than the charge 
of large. To see whether this were the case, I shot some of the 
loads through a series of serpens placed at S, 10, end 15 yards 
from the muxxle of the gun, and measured the diameter of the 
pattern marked on each screen with various charges of powder 
and different slxed shot. From appended results, it appears 
there la very little difference In the way the charge breaks up 
with different sixes when using Sdrs. powder; with Sidra, the 
charge breaks up decidedly more; and with 2i dre. the charge 
Is not so concentrated, and gives greater diameter than with 
3drs. 

I have bad no time to go deeply Into this part of the question, 
but think probably experiments conducted glth recording screens 
might give us useful Information, as to the whereabouts of the 
shot during the flight, and where It begins most to scatter.

I am more than ever convinced that too heavy charges of 
powder reduce the real penetration rather than increase it; these 
experiments show that, although the mean velocity Is, as a rule, 
increased by adding idlr. powder, the penetration, taken by the 
force-gauge, Is not always increased, and on looking through ex¬ 
periments carried out formerly with Pettltt’s pads, I find as an 
average on many shots the following:

Showing that an increased idr. beyond Sdrs. did not produce 
corresponding Increase In penetrattou. 

Rut wild shots from too large charge of powder, or from other 
cause, are more punished by the force-gauge than by pads, and 
rightly; a shot that does not deliver the chsrge simultaneously 
at the target, or which sends It with sufficient variation in velocity 
of pattern to cause It to lose penetration on the gauge, be the 
fault owing to gun or load, Is a bad shot, and deserves to be 
penalised. Provided the pellets travel and strike simultaneously, 
the gauge records Increased penetration In different loads with 
certainty. 

I may mention that I have tried a gauge with a target large 
enough to collect the whole 80!n. pattern, but the results were 
unreliable. However, a lOln. target which collects 50 pellets 
out of a pattern of 300 must furnish every required Information 
for practical work. In striking the averages from the tables, I 
have omitted fractions for simplicity, putting the nearest whole 
number.

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The English Woodcock. 


It must not be supposed that the woodcock relies to any great 
extent on his eyes In bis search lor food supplies, for the simple 
reason that almost all his food la out of sight, more or less deep 
down In the soft earth which he searches with his bill. It Is on 
this wondrous Instrument the blrd6 depend to Hod their 
favorite food. The nerves In their bills, like those of the 
duck tribe, are very numerous. The upper mandible, which 
measures about 3ln., Is furrowed nearly Its whole length, and pro¬ 
jects somewhat at the Up, thus slightly overhanging the lower 
one. It Is evidently susceptible of the Unest feeling, aud admira¬ 
bly adapted for searching the earth for worms and other Insects, 
and also for turning over fallen leaves In quest of oddB and ends 
of food. Woodcocks In confinement have been known to dis¬ 
cover and draw forth every worm In the ground, which had been 
dug up In order to enable them to probe It with their bills; and 
It has also been found that in confinement they will, after a time, 
take kindly to bread and milk. In the daytime they secrete 
themselves In the woods under bushes and evergreens, the holly, 
as most sportsmen know, being their favorite hiding place; aud 
at night, puuctual almost toamluute, they seek their soft spongy 
feeding grounds. But there Is still considerable mystery attach¬ 
ing to their doings there and the method by which they find and 
swallow their food, for, even In this very observant age, which 
persists In “ Interviewing ” every created thing, and proclaiming 
Its dally and nightly habits, few persons have been able to make 
arrangements for observing a woodcock at his nightly repast. 
Doubtless worms of various kinds are his staple food, but a 
multiplicity of Insects, combined probably with a certain amount 
of vegetable diet, find their way through his Inquisitive bill. But 
"Howl” Is the question. Does he find by Instinct, power of smell 
and touch combined, and select his proper food and swallow it 
with his bill still In the earth, separating It from the dirt by 
means of the seml-serrated arrangement of his palate and tongue, 
and thus performing the act of mastication, deglutition, and 
seml-dlgestlon almost slmultuneously I Or, In the case of worms, 
does he draw them first to the surface, and then deal with them 
as most other birds would I An*old author says that the bird 
Inserts bis bill in the earth and shakes the Immediate vicinity 
till the worms within the influence of his action rise to the sur¬ 
face and afford him an easier prey. One can hardly read this 
statement without a smile. I must confess I have never felt 
satisfied as to the exact manner In which a woodcock deals with 
bis food, but probably worms and other eatables are crushed In 
their passage up the bill, and entering the stomach in the form of 
a pulp, speedily undergo further digestion. At all events, the 
digestive powers of a woodcock are extremely rapid, as on ana¬ 
tomical examination there Is never much found In the stomach 
and intestines save a few fibres of vegetable texture and a little 
sand mixed with small stones and gravel. 

Bishop Mant thus happily describes the habits of the bird: 

The marsh hfs nightly hsunl; the wood 
Within its secret solitude. 

Which on the kind their name bestows, 

Supplies tbelr place of day's repose, 

Where moM-crown monel* oosluc wall 
Through bushy glen or hollow dell. 

There rest they, till the closing day 
The signal gives to seek their prey, 

Where the long worm and shrouded fly 
Close In their marshy borrows lie ; 

Then issue forth by Nature's power. 

To banqnet through the midnight hoar. 

Till the grey dawn their ardour daunt, 

And warn them to their woodluod tiunnt, 

Mvsterlons Power! which guides by night. 

Through the dark wood tIT tllumiu'd sight, 

Which prompts them by unerring smell 
The appointed prey's abode to tell. 

Bore with long bill the Invested mould, 

And feel, and from the secret Uuld 
Dislodge the reptile spoil! 

In these happy Islands there Is no woodcock shooting to be 
got, snch as f t different seasons of the year some other countries 
afford, notably on the sunny shores of the Mediterranean; nor la 
the bird common enough In many localities for parties to lay 
themselves out exclusively for a day's cock Bbootlng, as they do 
for a day with the partridges or pheasants. Still there are dis¬ 
tricts In Scotland, Wales, and eapecially In Ireland, where at cer¬ 
tain limes good bags may be made, and along our southern coast, 
too, a fair number of cocks may occasionally be picked up. Years 
ago certain limited areas probably held more cocks than they do 
now, and e .me wonderful days' sport are on record. Even as 
late as 1863 a single gun killed no less than 245 birds In eight 
days’ shooting In the Killarney district; but It may be questioned 
whether this or any other district In the three kingdoms has of 
late years ever been well enough supplied with birds as lo enable 
such an exploit us the above to be performed. Mot that 
the sum total of the annual migration of cock lo this country 
Is less than it used to be; for, on the contrary, It Is really 
Increasing each year; and judging from the reports from different 
districts, and particularly from the cheapness of the birds In our 
poulterer's shops—an excellent test of supply—It would seem 
that the present Is likely to be one of tbo best woodcock seasons 
ever known. In recent years the btrds on their arrival seem to 
have distributed themselves more widely over the country than 
waa their habit formerly; and thus, though some districts arc not 
so well off as they used to be, cock shooting generally haa Im¬ 
proved. It la an undoubted fact, too, which all sportsmen and 
naturalists will hall with aatisfactlon, that there la a considerable 
increaae In the number of woodcock which remain in this coun¬ 
try throughout the year and rear their young with us. And this 
number is likely, 1 think, to show In greater proportion under the 
protection afforded by recent lcglalatlon to wild birds and wild¬ 
fowl durlDg the breeding season. Thus, though snipe shooting 
seems to show a continuous falling off year after year, owing to 
the continuous Increaae of draining operations, woodcock shoot¬ 
ing la decidedly looking up, to the delight of most sportsmen, 
who would sooner bsg a cock than any bird which files. 

Before, however, proceeding to deal with woodcock shooting 
as a sport, 1 would add a few more remarks In reference to wood¬ 
cock, ornlthologlcally. It Is generally held that two If nol more 
varieties of this bird visit our shores, but I must confess I have 
always found It a difficulty In distinguishing them; and perbapa, 
after all, the differences In the plumage are to be accounted for by 
the fact that the birds come to us from such an extensive range of 
country, and not because the birds are distinct varieties. Dr. 
Latham laid It down that we have three varieties; he says: “ In 
the first the head la of a pale red, body white, and the wings 
brown; the second Is of a dun or rather cream color; and the 
third la of a pure white." But the last named certainly canDot 
be taken aa a distinct variety any more than a white lark or pled 
rook would be. A pure white woodcock also haa been seen, but 
thla again la to be accounted a lueue naturae. Another authority 
recognizes only two varieties,distinguished more by difference In 
else than in marking, the larger birds arriving In this country be¬ 
fore the smaller. Mr. Daniel haa observed that th« earlier ar¬ 
rivals have their beads "muffled'' to some extent with short 
feathers, especially the uoder parts. Other naturalists, again, 


have pointed oat that the legs of the larger cock are of a greyish 
tint, Inclining to rose color, while the legs of the smeller birds 
are bine. Another view held by some Is to the effect that the 
larger birds are the females and the smaller the males. Thus 
there seems to be considerable confusion In reference to the vari¬ 
eties of woodcock, and a reference to ornithological authorities 
does not tend to clear one's Ideas on this point. It it a matter 
on which further Investigation appears to be needed, and possibly 
some reader of TKe Country may be able to throw a little light 
on It The statement that the large birds are females and the 
smaller males will certainly not hold water; nor will the theory 
that the sex of the birds may be known by certain markings In 
the plumage. Mr. PenDant held that In the hen bird the sex 
waa shown by a narrow atrip of white along the lower part of 
the exterior veil of the feather, the same feather in the male be¬ 
ing spotted regularly with black and white; but dissection, by 
which, of course, the sex Is easily ascertained, haa disproved 
this view. Perbapa I lay myself open to the charge of Ignorance 
when 1 say that,-taking all things Into consideration, I am In¬ 
clined to hold that there la but one distinct species of woodeock 
which visits these Islands, notwithstanding the considerable dif¬ 
ference In the else of different birds and considerable difference 
in plumage. The average weight of woodcock may be put at 
about twelve ounces, but birds of fourteen ounces and even 
more are not very uncommon, and Yarrell mentions much higher 
weights still. 

It la uot often that one finds a woodcock’s nest. It Is made 
on the bare ground, at the foot of a bank, or near the root or 
stump of a decayed tree ; generally around the margins of thickets, 
but sometimes in more open localities. It la very carefully 
formed of leaves, grass, and dried fibres. Four eggs is the gen¬ 
eral complement, bat sometimes five. They are about the size 
of pigeons' eggs, and of a “ blunt pear shape." It Is very diffi¬ 
cult to describe their color, but “ yellowish brown, blotched with 
brown of a darker shade,” or “rusty green, with dusky, ill-de¬ 
fined spots,” or, again, “yellowish white, with reddish brown 
spots,” all come near enough. The female bird, when disturbed 
during incubation or after she haa hatched, will occasionally as¬ 
sume an Imperfect flight, after the manner of a partridge, pre¬ 
tending to be crippled, in order to lead the Intruder to follow her 
away from the nest or young The young generally leave the 
nest as soon as they are hatched, but the parent continues to at¬ 
tend to them till they can shift for themselves. If taken young 
they are extremely difficult to rear, though they will eat worms 
freely enough. It Is an undoubtedly established fact that the 
female will carry her young a considerable distance in her claws, 
resorting to this when their hannt baa been disturbed. I once 
saw, or at least I thought I saw, this operation performed. It 
waa In one of Sir Thomas Acland’a woods in Devonshire, and in 
a small open glade a woodcock got up within eight or ten yards 
of me. I had an excellent view of the bird, and perceived she 
was carrying something In her claws. I hardly had time to think 
on the matter before she was too far for accurate observation, 
but on reflection I came to the conclusion that she bad one of 
her youug in her claws. I felt more confirmed in this when a 
few minutes afterward I found her neat. It was tenantless; but 
I have no doubt but that the rest of the young ones were not 
very far off, and that after I had passed on the alarmed mother 
returned and carried them one after another to the spot where 
she had deposited the first. 

As to the migrations of woodcock. This Is a subject which, 
like the question of the varieties of woodcock mentioned In my 
last notes, requires much greater elucidation than It has yet re¬ 
ceived. Bead a dozen or more authors who deal with thla topic, 
aud you will hardly find two who will thoroughly agree together 
aa to whence our Immigrants come, and whither they go when 
they leave us. I am Inclined to think thla difference of opinion 
arises from the Ignorance or forgetfulness of writers, that the 
woodcock Is one of the most widely distributed of birds over the 
whole world, and that he Is everywhere an emigrating bird, 
without so fixed a principle or InBtlnct as to his movements us 
many other birds have. He la constantly shifting his residence; 
and probably an Individual woodcock, If he escapes the gun, 
visits many parts of the world In the course of three or four 
years In his preregrlnatlons. I mean that he does not oscillate 
regularly between two countries, but goes a sort of round, a 
" grand tour," though of course he observes certain seasons for 
his movements. In Europe; the Alps, Pyrenees, and other lofty 
mountain districts, hold Urge numbers of cocks during the Bum¬ 
mer, whence they descend into the regions below in the Winter. 
Borne of these birds very probably find their way to our shores; 
and donhtless we have birds come to us In considerable numbers 
from France and Germany, In both of which countries few cocks 
remain during the Winter. Thus we are supplied to some ex¬ 
tent by a migration from the South. But without doubt moat of 
our woodcock are members of a migration from the North, from 
Norway aud Sweden, and the coast of the Baltic. Bishop Mant, 
whom I quoted In my last notes, speaks of the woodcock as 

Fresh from the Baltic's sounding shores; 

and Gisborne In like manner poetises the migration of the bird: 

The woodcock, she, who In Norwegian dells. 

Or birchen glades Lappimlan, near the swamp, 

Sucked from the spongy soil the prey, to cheer 
Her russet young; till Winter's Icy car 
Ou Summer's step close pressing, from her realm 
Warned her— 

That a large number come from 8weden la certain, as the time 
of their appearance and disappearance In that country coincides 
exactly with that of their arrival In and departure from. Great 
Britain. It la strange, therefore that the majority of the birds 
arrive on our southern and not eastern coasts, but such Is the 
case, and the probable explanation of It la that their flight from 
the north, or rather north-east. Is Influenced by the circular or 
aeml-cireular currents Of wind, the birds making their journey In 
the form of a curve. 

The migration of the woodcock Is spread over a considerable 
period, beginning generally with the first week In October and 
extending till the middle or even end of December. The Octo¬ 
ber arrivals are but few ; the great bulk cornea In November, and 
In December the migration, or, aa I should say, rather, Immigra¬ 
tion, slackens considerably. The birds come sometimes when It 
la Just getting dusk, but more generally In the night, or when the 
weather la dull and misty, and consequently It la but very seldom 
that an arrival la observed. It Is the wind and not the moon 
which determines the time of their coming, and In thla respect 
they are unlike their first cousin, the snipe, who, almost Inva¬ 
riably reaches ue about the full of the moon. The woodcocks 
never come In large flights, like the majority of wild fowls or other 
birds, but separately and dispersed In twoa and threes. They 
sometimes settle on vessels at sea, and like other migratory birds, 
being attracted by the glare of light, are often killed by flying 
against lighthouses. Their flight muat be extremely rapid and 
strong, for It la on record that In 1797, at the lighthouse upon 
the Hill of Howth, one broke a pane of plate glass more than 
three-elgbtha of an Inch thick. The bird was picked up on the 
balcony outside, and waa found to have broken Its bill, head, 
breast bone and both wings. Ou tbelr arrival they ere Id a more 
or Ires exhausted state, aud rest at once very near the shore. 
Occasionally they have been picked up In the streets of towns 


near the coast, tor Instance, at Rye, Sussex. A few days suffice 
to recruit their strength, and some betake themselves to the 
coverts within a moderate distance of the shore, while others are 
content with more open ground, end lie In the brushwood, furxe, 
hedges, or any temporary cover. The poet puts It thus: 

Whim first hr comes 

From bis Ioiik Journey o'er tb* unfriendly main. 

With weary wing the, woodcock drops bliu down, 

Impellent for repose, on the bare elms; 

Thence with short flight the nearest cover seeks. 

Low copse or straggling furze, till the deep woods 
invite him to take up nls fixed abode. 

But In the earlier part of the season a very large number, espe¬ 
cially If the weather Is temperate, soon make their way to high 
lying moors and bleak*mountalnous parte of the country. Thue, 
In Devonshire,Dartmoor la a favorite residence for the early cock, 
and capital sport may be had In that region, particularly in the 
neighborhood of Wlddecombe-ln-the-Moor. When, however, 
frost sets in and snow begins to fall, they leave such districts 
for more sheltered spots, and thus they become distributed amoDg 
the woods beat suited to them. It la noticed that year after year 
the choice of covers Is the same, some being more In favor than 
others, while some seem altogether shunned by the birds, 
and all this without aDy special reasons that we can ascertain. 
Certain It la that some woods, even very small ones, see of al¬ 
ways to hold cock, and some hardly ever, though, as far as we 
can see, the circumstances of both are alike. In long-continued 
and severe frosts woodcocks desert tbelr Inland retreats, and go 
to .woods and cliffs near the sea. tbelr reason for doing so being 
the fact that they can obtain no food except on the sands and 
marshes, which are not much affected by the frost, In conse¬ 
quence of the Influx and reflux of the salt water. This habit of 
the woodcock the poet haa also noticed: 

The woodcock Utun 

Fornakcn the barren wood*, foraaken the tuemlt, 

Aud Mouthward wine* hi* way, by Nature taught 
To eeck once more the cliff* that overhang 
The murmuring main. 

When, however, the frost Is over they again reseek the Inland 
coverts. In March again they gradually gather along the coasts, 
and await in the neighboring woods a favorable wind to assist 
them In their flight to other lands. They are observed, too, to 
migrate In pairs, the birds having mated before they leave us. 
I will conclude these memoranda concerning the migration of 
woodcocks, by once more putting on record the habit of a Devon¬ 
shire parson “ of the old sort,” who was very partial to cock, 
both from a sporting and gastromlc view. In the month of No¬ 
vember, on a certain Sunday after Trinity, he used to make hla 
way after the afternoon service to a certain covert, Just inside 
which he concealed himself gun in hand to have a shot at the 
woodcock, which he knew from experience year after year would 
be sure to fly In about twilight It is said that he never failed 
to get hie first cock of the season. He called that particular 
Sunday “ Woodcock 8unday.”—L. I. M., in Linton Country. 


On the Killing of Horne flesh. 

Isidore Geoffroy St. Hilaire,in his excellent memoir on the flesh 
of the horse, has shown that at one time or another there was 
always some locality where horse-flesh was consumed as a regular 
article of food. In France, the only country where hlppopbagy 
la practiced to acme extent now, It fell into dlsuae about the 
eighth century, from motives of a religious nature, no more ex¬ 
isting now. There is no mention of It again until the end of the 
sixteenth century. At that period Parraentler Parent-Duchatelet 
Huzard, afterward Baron Larrey, cal let! attention to the services 
which the consumption of horse-flesh could render to society. 
The latter, on many occasions, notably on hla travels tu Egypt, 
has been able to nourish the sick among hla people very advan¬ 
tageously with horse-flesh. But the counsels of these savants at 
last had fallen Into oblivion, until In 1847-48 Geoffroy St. Hi¬ 
laire took up the question again which had been raised a short time 
before him in Germany by Doctor Porner, of Munich. 8t. Hilaire 
held meetings, published pamphlets to demonstrate that horse¬ 
flesh was wholesome and agreeable, and consequently ought to 
enter In the list of common ailments. That great savant died 
before he could see the results of his efforts. 

8UII the Idea was not allowed to remain sterile thla time as at 
the time of Baron Larrey. Renault, Joly, A. Latour, M. Decrolx 
and other phlloaoph cal philanthropists cultivated and spread It. 
M. Decrolx, from whose memoir before the Soctete d'Accumulation 
In Parts the principal facts of this article are taken, especially 
exerted himself In behalf of hlppopbagy. By his efforts there 
was formed In Paris In 1364 a committee on horse-flesh, consist¬ 
ing exclusively of members of the Society for Acclimation aud 
of the Society for the Protection of Animals. A subscription list 
was opened with success, so that the committee were able to dis¬ 
tribute meat to the poor on several centrally located poluta In 
Paris. Another means of popularizing the Idea was to organize 
horse flesh banquets,to which the most Influential members of the 
press were Invited These banquets were presided over by savants 
of note, for Instance, by M. de Luatrefagea, who was willing to 
render all assistance possible. 

After two years of exertion the committee succeeded In obtain¬ 
ing a license for the opening of a horse-flesh butcher shop, on 
condition that the butcher must have a slaughter-house of his 
own. Howevor, a butcher having the means for a slaughter¬ 
house of his own, large enough for the purpose, was little dis¬ 
posed to slaughter horses, since there existed at that time a 
strong prejudice against It. It was necessary for the committee 
to exert Itself further, spend money In order to buy old horses 
and distribute the meat. 

At last, on the 9th of July, 1866. the first horse-meat market 
was opened, with a great supply of consumers • Then a second 
was opened, afterward a third, a fourth, and so on gradually 
the number Increased until at the time of the declaration of war 
against Germany (July, 1870), there were about twelve or fifteen 
horse-flesh butcher shops In Paris. The Inspection service and 
the slaughtering business were perfectly organised In 1867. Dur¬ 
ing the siege of Paris the consumption Increased In proportion 
as the supply of beef decreased, so that without violent transi¬ 
tion the people pass Insensibly, aa It were, from the use of one 
to the use of the other, and soon everybody lived on horse-flesh, 
so to say, without being aware of It. 

During the siege considerable quantities of beet and horse¬ 
flesh were lost- They had about 80,000 head of cattle In Paris, 
the consumption of which supply waa regulated by the city gov¬ 
ernment. Rinderpest breaking out among tho herds, from 
twelve to fifteen died every day. To avoid this loss M. Decrolx 
suggested to the minister of agriculture a moans of avoiding the 
loss The means was very simple. A beast does not die Instant¬ 
ly when It take# the disease. As a rule it gets first low-eplrlted. 
eqta little and walks with difficulty. All that waa necessary was 
to watch them at the hour of feeding or walking, and remove for 
slaughtering sisch that do not eat or walk with accustomed liveli¬ 
ness. The Initial stags of the disease does not render the meat 
uowholeaome. But the suggestion of M. Decrolx was neglected, 
aud between 8,000 and 3,000 beeves were lost. By a similar neg 
led a great quantity of horse-flesh was lost. There waa no de 
cree for tbs prudent apportionment of this article of food, and at 
limes It was squandered. Horses brought but four or five franees 
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Id tbe market Manj peaeante bad Bed to tbe city with tbelr 
istock, and not havlug wherewithal! to feed them, they were ob 
lifted to dispose of them for a mere trifle. 

The grand reeult of the alege of Parle waa, that whereaa be¬ 
fore that time there bad existed an unreasonable prejudice 
agalnat horse-flesh as an article of diet, a great many people think- 
lug It tough. Indigestible and tasteless, after the siege these ob¬ 
jections could no more be raised. Everybody had eaten, the wise 
and tbe Ignorant, and no complaint was beard as to bad conse¬ 
quences In regard to the state of health. The physicians had no 
more dyspeptics as jatlenta after than they bad before. 

Horse-flesh la wholesome and nourishing. It Is not always as 
tender as beef, but that comes simply from the fact that beeves 
are generally killed young, after they had become too old for veal 
but before they had obtained tbelr full growth as cattle. Horses 
od tbe other band, are generally slaughtered at quite an ad¬ 
vanced age, after having been as long as possible an auxiliary 
beast and having become an alimentary beast. In countries 
where cattle are used as working animals beef Is also much 
tougher than In countries Where they are fatted early for tbe meat 
market. 

The consumption of borae-fleth Is constantly increasing In Paris, 
but tbe progress cannot be measured by months, since there are 
variations from time to time according as the prices of horses 
fluctuate. During June, July and August It is lowest as tbe 
butchers And It more difficult to get horses, than at the other 
months. But In taking sufficiently long periods one cannot fail 
to observe the progress before as well as after the siege. During 
tbe siege 05,000 horses were consumed. Tbe statistics of the 
other years show an advance from 902 In 1800 to 11,819 In 1878. 
The total consumption from July 9, 1800, to December 81, 1878, 
amounts to the enormous sum of 137,300 animals, furnishing 
25,317,140 pounds of meat. And this Is only tbe city of Paris 
alone. In the Provluce the obstacles put In the way of consump¬ 
tion were many, still even their statistics show an Increasing con¬ 
sumption In other countries of Europe the habit of eating 
horse-flesh has taken root, but nowhere was the success of tbe 
movement so complete as at Paris. 

M. Decrolx recounts the following benefits derived by differ¬ 
ent classes of society from tbe eating of horse-flesh as follows: 

1st. It Is of advantage to the laborer. Horse-flesh being more 
nutritious, but less delicate thau beef, Is. cheaper. Even horse 
meat of a second quality Is wholesome and nutritious. First 
class, however, will always have a better market. 

2d. Stockbreeders are benefited In the following manner: 
Formerly, as soon as a horse become disabled, either by accident 
or by old age, It was given over to the sc&veDger for a small 
sum. Corporations, by contract, received better prices, and pri¬ 
vate owners were sometimes even obliged to pay for the removal 
of their horses, but tbe average money received under such cir¬ 
cumstances may be fixed at from 15 to 20 francs. To-day the 
butchers pay about 100 francs, and occasionally even as high as 
200 francs. Upon the whole the price of horses disabled for 
service has been Increased by about 100 francs per horse, capable 
of furnishing 200 pounds of clean meat, Increasing thereby tbe 
property of France and Algiers by four hundred millions francs. 

3d. Hlppophsgy ameliorates the lot of old horses. We will 
give M. Decrolx’ words on this point: “I beg your pardon for ex¬ 
amining the question from this point of view, but It has been ob¬ 
jected : ‘ You soldiers, do you not love your horses better than 
that! You wish to eat them upl’ Very well, I reply, If the 
horses could offer their advice, if they could be asked: ‘ Would 
you rather die by the scavenger's or by the butcher’s hand!’ they 
surely would prefer the latter, even supposing that one was more 
agreeable than the other. In fact, tbe scavenger will not think 
of giving a horse even as much as a handful of hay, not caring 
for anything but the skin, while It Is for the butcher's Interest to 
take good care of his horses, his merchandise, In order to have 
good meat. I believe 1 Interpret tile sentiments of tbe horses 
correctly on this point. It Is this argument that engaged the 
Interest of the society for the protection of animals on the side of 
hlppophsgy, and which Induced It to subscribe 1000 francs on the 
last appeal by the committee on the consumption of horse-flesh.” 

4th. There Is another advantage In the use of horse-flesh for 
food that has never before been sufficiently dwelt upon, I. e., the 
Improvement of the breed of horses In general, an Improvement 
quite notable since the beginning of this practice. When de¬ 
fective horses are disposed of the propagation or tbelr species 
will mainly rest on healthy and comparatively perfect animals, 
and a healthy and strong offering will be the result. Besides, 
horse owners now, seeing that a horse does no more work well, 
will let It rest for a few days and then get tbelr hundred francs 
from the butcher. But If they would keep It and try to cure It 
as before, they would have to pay surgeons' charges for medi¬ 
cines, consume food uselessly, and so forth. A horse which does 
nothing costs ss much, and often more, thau one that works 
Thus the number of poor horses being reduced the equine aspect 
In general Is Improved. 

There Is finally another advantage from a similar polntof view. 
A stock breeder who has five or six colts In one year will be able 
to tell at the end of four or live mouths which will turn out good 
and which poor horses. Now tlp>se that will never be more than 
Indifferent horses cost Just as much to raise as prospective good 
horses. If so, why expend money on colts that will never repay 
the trouble either by labor or by market value! Would It not be 
preferable to sell them to the butcher for colts meatl 

Much are the reasons by which M. Decrolx defends and advo¬ 
cates the consumption of horse-flesh. The Freich committee 
have extended their efforts likewise to England but have met with 
but questionable success. 

Flre-Flle*. 


The Insects termed flre-flles In America, and which lend such 
a charm to our summer nights,are aoft-wlnged beetles of the family 
LampyriJm, which have the property of emitting from the abdo¬ 
men flashes of soft, phosphorescent light. There are several 
distinct species of these so-called “Are-flles" Indigenous to North 
America, the most common and widely distributed of which Is 
Phot (nut pyralit (linn). This Insect most abounds In the south¬ 
west, where, during summer eveulngs, Its constantly recurring 
flashes of light beautifully Illumine the air. Tbe perfect Insect 
Is of oblong form, somewhat flattened, and varies from ooe-half 
to Ove-elghtb of an lucb lu length. The wing covers are dull 
black, margined with pale yellow. Tbe thorax Is yellow, with a 
central black spot haring on each side a patch of rose color. 
Tbe under aide of the abdomen Is dark brown, with tbs excep¬ 
tion of the two terminal segments from which the light Is emit¬ 
ted, which are sulphur yellow. The manner In which the flashes 
of light are produced la not yet satisfactorily determined, but 
would seem to be the reeulL of sudden, Irregular Inspirations of 
air accompanied by a peculiar voluntary action of certain ab¬ 
dominal muscles. Tbs larva of this species, which may serve to 
Illustrate tbe larval habits of the family, lives In the earth and 
subsists mainly on earth worms. It Is of an elongate, slender 
form, each Joint having on top a horny brown plate, which Is 
ornamented with a central straight line of white enclosed be¬ 
tween two curved lines of the same color. The sides are soft 
and rose colored, with the white apt reel ee situated on elevated 


brown patches The under surface is cream color, and each seg¬ 
ment Is marked In tbe center with two small brown spots. Tbe 
thoracic legs are quite long, and the posterior extremity Is pro¬ 
vided with a singular fen-llke proleg, whtet^not only assists In 
locomotion, but serves to cleanse the bead and fore part of the 
body from the Impurities that may adhere after the larva has 
been feeding. The pupa Is formed within an oval cavity In the 
earth, and Is white, with a tinge of crimsou along the hack and 
sides. It remains In this state only about ten days. Both larva 
and pupa have the power of emitting light, though to a much 
less degree than the mature Insect The tire-fly most common In 
the more northern states Is the Photnrie penntylvanicut (De Geer). 
In some species of both tbe genera here mentioned tbe females 
are Incapable of flight, tbe true wings belDg entirely undeveloped 
aud the wing covers very short; while In the well-known glow¬ 
worm of Europe (Lampyrit n oetiluca), belonging to tbe same 
family, the female retains the larval form and has the merest 
rudiments of wings .—Prof tutor Riley. 

Decline of Spobt in South Aphiua.— There Is all tbe differ¬ 
ence In the world between Ihe South Africa of the present, and of 
the times of Qordon-Cummlng. Eland's Poet and Eland's River 
are memories of the past, for there are no elands there now.' 
Ambitious sportsmen go out laden with an elaborate assortment of 
guns and rifles, and the hearts of the gunraakers have been made 
glad, by tbe extensive orders for destructive Implements glveo by 
these misguided Individuals. Alas I when they arrive at the happy 
huDtlng-grounds, made famous In hooks of sport and travel, 
where they hoped to bowl over a lion before breakfast and an 
elephant during their afternoon’s stroll, they find that in the 
years which have elapsed between the publication of their books 
of reference and their arrival, tbe elephants, Hons, hippopotami, 
elands, and tlielr friends, have bad the bad taste to leave the 
neighborhood, and In the most pusillanimous and unsociable 
mariner, retired some hundreds of miles Into the Interior of the 
country .—Rnffluh JCtchangt. 


Do MonxitsSwimI— In answer to this question a correspond¬ 
ent of Ijand and Water writes: “ I was always under the Impres¬ 
sion that they did not llke'wettlng their fur or hair, but' at San- 
gur, Central India, when I was stationed there, I had a little 
monkey that was exceedingly fond of swimming and diving. 
One day, on taking him to the pond at tbe bottom of Vny com¬ 
pound, he Jumped off my shoulder and dived (like a mau) Into 
the water, which was three or four feet deep; be had his chain on 
at tbe time, and when he dived in the chain caught In some grass 
or root at tire bottom and kept the monkey down; he was Just able 
to come to the top of the water. Feeling his chain bad caught, 
he dived down, undid the chain, and continued his swim with the 
chain In his band. He swam just like a man as far as f could 
see from the motion of his arms. Several of my brother offi¬ 
cers came to see him swimming, of which he was very fond, swim¬ 
ming very quietly, and cunningly trying to catch the frogs that 
lay floating on the top of the water.” 

A Fierce Stkuoole. —A small hawk was killed yesterday 
morning In the San Pedro park enclosure by a red-headed wood¬ 
pecker (1‘icut erythrocephalut).

A fierce struggle ensued, but the powerful claws and 
sledge hammer head of tbe teaneorae proved too much for tbe 
little falcon, and be fell with his brain pierced by a beak as hard 
as steel and as sharp as a galfle, never more to " stoop to tbe 
lure ’’ of Ills mate, dead as a herring, slain by a wood-pecker.—
